Your editorial “Good Oil” under date of October 5th, 1933, 
‘in reference was made to me, the former Superintendent of Sik- 
eston’s Municipal Light Plant, came as a surprise to me, and is 
neither complimentary nor in detail true. 
In the first place, all of the lubricating oil used at the plant 
was purchased by the Board of Public Works and not by its 
superintendent. The first supply of oil was purchased before a 
superintendent had been appointed. Unfortunately, the first oil 
used in the plant was in service when engine No. 2 threw a 
connecting rod and also damaged its cam shaft and should the 
cost of repairs been borne at the expense of the city, it would 
have cost a considerable sum of money. The repairs were made 
by the manufacturers of the engines, even though they felt that 
the damaged parts were not defective. This original oil was, I 
am told, purchased at the suggestion of the chairman of the 
Board of Public Works. 
I have before me a local oil company advertisement pub­ 
lished in a Sikeston newspaper over the name J. F. Cox, Manag­ 
er. This company sells the brand of oil that was in the engine 
when the above mentioned damage was done. 
Whether the 
chairman was interested or profited from the sale of the oil to 
the city or not is not within my knowledge. 
After I became 
superintendent of the plant, more oil was required, and the 
same oil was again purchased at a price that was higher than 
prices submitted by Cities Servic^Oil (^. (E. E. Arthur) and 
the Continental Oil Company. 
The chairman examined the bids of competitive companies 
before the company that got the order had presented its quota­ 
tion, and this was called to my attention by a lady in my office. 
I had, however, kept the three lowest bids in a separate file and 
the chairman did not see these three prices. At the Board meet­ 
ing, a delay in the purchase of oil was asked for and granted. A 
revision was made in the price submitted by the company sell­ 
ing the oil, but it still remained higher in price than the quota­ 
tions mentioned above. The oil was purchased at a higher price 
from the company selling the original oil. 
The then chief engineer and others advised me that they 
were afraid of the oil, and after making tests and taking meas­ 
urements for wear, I recommended to the Board that another 
oil be purchased. Eleven hundred gallons (approximately) 
of 
the original oil was thrown away as useless, and the new oil was 
purchased by the Board of Public Works and not by its superin­ 
tendent at 43c plus .04c tax. Since the change, engine wear has 
been normal, and no connection rods nor cam shafts have 
been wrecked. 
All of the above occurrences were reported by me to the 
members of the Board of Public Works, and all action taken was 
by the Board. When the second oil was purchased, I, as super­ 
intendent, did recommend to the Board of Public Works that a 
“car load” storage tank (used) by purchase from the City of 
Farmington, Mo., at a bargin price, and that the oil be purchas­ 
ed in bulk at a price of approximately 17 cents per gallon. How­ 
ever, the Board decided te purchase the oil in drums as required. 
Early in this year, the Board decided to build a concrete storage 
tank and buy future lubricating oil in bulk, and, due to previous 
comment, decided to let one member of the Board handle the 
purchasing of the c*r load of oil, and the chairman was selected 
to do the buying, and displayed a telegram quoting a price of 
approximately 19 cents per gallon. I advised the chairman to 
purchase an oil with previous experience in our type of engines 
and that 19 cents per gallon was a high price. 
The chairman 
delayed the purchase and I contacted the company that sold the 
city the car load of oil later, and the representative of that com­ 
pany was introduced to the chairman by me just a few minutes 
before the order for the oil was signed by the chairman, and the 
purchase was made at my suggestion at $.1084 per gallon de­ 
livered. Your editorial does not lead one to believe the above 
facts, all of which are backed by evidence in writing now in my 
possession. 
Heretofore I have refused to be interviewed or quoted but 
felt that your editorial was not complimentary nor in detail 
true, and should be contradicted. The majority composing your 
Board of Public Works have my utmost respect, and I believe 
that the decisions made were made believing they were for the 
best interests of Sikeston. 
I trust that these matters will in the future remain in the 
back-ground and that Sikeston’s plant will continue even more 
successful in the future than it did under my supervision.

“brilliant” this winter, it will 
be 
because of the presence of diplo­ 
matic uniforms, not because of 
costly appointments. 
So Mrs. Roosevelt told her press 
conference today in outlining the 
changes that will take place in the 
round of official entertaining soon 
to be announced. 
The whole scheme will be sim­ 
per, she said—fewer guests at any 
one reception; no luxuries served 
at official dinners; and no “wast­ 
ing of money for pure show when 
money is needed.” 
Also the pre­ 
sident’s dining out is to be 
cur­ 
tailed to one dinner with the vice 
president. 
Mrs. Roouevelt said 
that

and her husband had held several 
serious conversations on whether 
to do any official entertaining at 
all in view of the economic situa­ 
tion. 
“I feel very strongly that 
not 


to have such hospitality would be 
a mistake,” she said.

most helpful things is to see your 
friends.” 
On this theory of friendliness 
as the essence of White House 
hospitality, Mrs. Roosevelt said 
that she would serve refreshments, 
such as fruit punch

neither complimentary nor in detail true. 
In the first place, all of the lubricating oil used at the plant 
was purchased by the Board of Public Works and 
not 
by 
its 
superintendent. 
The first supply of oil was purchased before a 
superintendent had been appointed. 
Unfortunately, the first oil 
used in the plant was in service when engine 
No. 2 threw 
a 
connecting rod and also damaged its cam shaft and should 
the 
cost of repairs been borne at the expense of the city, 
it 
would 
have cost a considerable sum of money. The repairs were made 
by the manufacturers of the engines, even though they felt that 
the damaged parts were not defective. This original oil was, I 
am told, purchased at the suggestion of the chairman 
of 
the 
Board of Public Works. 
I have before me a local oil company 
advertisement 
pub­ 
lished in a Sikeston newspaper over the name J. F. Cox, Manag­ 
er. This company sells the brand of oil that was in the engine 
when the above mentioned damage was 
done. 
Whether 
the 
chairman was interested or profited from the sale of the oil 
t » 
the city or not is not within my knowledge. 
After 
I 
became 
superintendent of the plant, more oil was 
required, 
and 
the 
same oil was again purchased at a price that was higher than 
prices submitted by Cities Service Oil Qi.
